Berlin  and  Hamburg,  deluging  German  markets  in  seasons  of  bumper  crops, 
is  very  light  on  apples  this  yoar»    Pears  in  this  district  are  almost  a 
complete  failuj:*e.    Other  parts  of  Bohemia  report  a  mediuiTi  crop  of  apples.

Thus  it  is  apparent  that  the  G2:ports  from  the  continent  of  Europe, 
which  are  to  the  markets  of  ITorthem  Germany  and  the  Scondinavian 
countries  what  the  English  grown  supplies  are  to  the  EngJ.ish  markets, 
are  going  to  be  almost  negligible  this  year.     Tho  o.pple  crop  in  Germ.any 
is  of  medium  size  but  of  poor  qaality.     In  Denmark  the  home  crop  is 
expected  to  be  much  smaller  than  last  year.     In  Sv/cden  the  apple  crop 
is  spotted.    According  to  Consul  General  Claude  I<.  Dav/son  of  Stockholm, 
tho  cpop  Is  roportod  above  the  average    in  the  section  around  Lake 
Malaren,  while  Consul  Walter  H.  Sholes'  of  Goteborg-  advises  that  in  the 
southern  and  western  sections  (bhc  crop  will  be  bolov;  that  of  1924.  Tuq 
trade  expects  greater  demands,  providing  prices  are  not  too  high. 

E5iglish  Market  Pros-p3cts  A.tfected  by  Industrial  Conditions. 

¥/hen  considering  the  buying  power  of  Great  Britain,  attention  is 
called  to  the  great  amount  of  unemployment  at  this  time.    'Shore  are  now 
over  1,300,000  out  of  work,  and  conditions  are  such  as  to  indicate  that 
there  will  continue  to  be  a  large  num.bor  of  unemployed.    No  rapid  improve- 
ment seems  likely  to  occur  in  the  near  futuj-e,  although  the  threatened 
coal  strike  has  been  at  least  temporarily  settled.    The  chief  centers  of 
unemployment  are  in  the  coal,  steel  and  ship-building  districts  in  tho 
ITorth  of  England  and  in  Scotlandj  both  good  markets  for  Ainerican  apples. 
Goal  contracts  have  been  continually  lost  to  Continental  m.ines  in  recent 
months.    Tlie  textile  industry  rom,ains  more  or  less  dullo    The  one  bright 
industrial  spot  in  England  is  centered  about  the  motor  industry  in 
Birmingham  a.nd  Covor.try« 

It  is  most  difficult  to  gauge  tho  English  market  in  advance, 
because  even  v/ith  these  conditions  existing  the  Ai^^tralian  and  ITew  Zealand 
apple  deal  has  gone  through  in  fine  shape  with  higher  prices  than  usual. 
It  is  well  to  note  that  all  strikes  are  not  necessarily  a  condition  to 
cause  alarm,  unless  the  railroads  are  tied  up^    IhG  last  coal  strike  had 
a  tremendous  stimulative  effect  on  the  demand  for  uncooked  foods  and 
resulted  in  increased  consiumption  of  apples  with  prices  ruling  high.

Markets  in  Gcn:ian;7,  Dcnroari:,  Norv/ay  and  Sv/ocLon  will  not  "do 
dolugGcL  with.  applGs  ^from  Gzochoslovalcia,   tho,, It^alian  Tyrol  and  hono 
orchards  as  thoy  v/oro  during  the  fall  of  1924.

A*  Schoenfeld,  United 
States  Agricultural  Conrnissionor  at  Berlin*    Tho  huying  power  of 
Germany,  llor^/ay  and  Sv/cdon,  hov/cvor,  judging  from  labor  enployaent, 
exports  and  imports  and  retail  buying,  should  be  up  to  xfhc.t  it  v."as 
a  year  ago,  if  not  slightly  better,  althougli  there  are  grounds  for 
uncertainty  as  to  T;hothcr  these  conditions  will  bo  sustained  during 
tho  autumn  and  \Antor, 

i-iiothor  factor  related  to  tho  demand  for  apples  in  Continental 
markets  as  v/oll  as  in  England  is  the  "onivcrsal  failure  of  tho  pear  crop 
all  over  Central  and  Northern  Europe,  while  France  reports  a  short  crop. 
Pears  occupy  a  moro  important  place  in  most  European  retail  markets 
than  they  do  in  iunorica  so  that  this  factor  will  unquestionably  have  a 
bearing  on  ajTnde  demands.    It  seems  fairly  certain  that  the  early 
exports  to  Continental  m.arkcts  mil  not  meet  with  the  disaster  that 
was  experienced  in  October  and  ITovom.bor  of  1924,  providing  operators 
hold  consignments  to  reasonable  figures  for  each  of  the  markets.
